On and from 1-1-1989 an officer shall be eligible for 
30 days of sick leave for each completed year of servico 
subject to a maximum of 18 months during the entire 
service, Such leave can be accumulated uplo 540 days 
during the entire service and may be availed of only on 
production of medical certificate by a medical practitioner 
acceptable to the Bank or at the Bank’s discretion nominat¬ 
ed by it at its cost. 

17. REGULATION 35 : (Additional Sick Leave). 

On and from 1-1-1989, where an officer has put in a 
service of 24 years, he shall be eligible to additional sick 
leave at the rate of one month for each year of service 
in excess of 24 years subject to a maximum of three 
months of additional sick loavc.
